four minor children with a father who is in county jail on 
charges of aggravated murder, 

The victim's oldest child, Margaret Smith, 21, is strug- 
gling to keep the family together. ‘ ‘i'm the only one left to 
take custody of anybody,” she said. 

AJ.C. Penney Insurance Co. employee, Ms Smith lives 
with her brothers and sisters in her one bedroom apart- 
ment at 2318 Avenwood Court... 

In addition to those problems, her current landlord gave 
her a Nov. 30 deadline to vacate the apartment where she 
and her two brothers and two sisters share a twin bed, a 
couch and the living room floor. 

She said that she has been unable to rent a three bed- 
room.apartment because her sisters and brothers, ages 
17, 11, 10 and seven, respectively, represent more minors 
than landlords would allow in her present neighborhood.,

- her two half-brothers, and her mother, before her death. a

her sisters, which only-allows two minors.

“I could afford a $300 per month house note, but | just 
don't have money for a 20 percent down payment.” she 
said sadly. 

Hosea Flores, of the Linden Service Center, a United 
Way funded agency, said the possibility of Ms. Smith 
getting a house in her neighborhood was bieak. "We don't 
have the kind of money needed.to buy a house for them,” 
he said.

Ms. Smith's major concern. However, she is determined 
that she and her family will not be separated. “My mother 
trusted me to take care of them because she didn't want

Robert W. Gay Jr., for- 
merly of 55 Hamilton Park, 
was found guilty by a 
Franklin County Common 
Pleas jury in the April 12 
shooting of.

Gay allegedly cornered * 


Oaks inside the Avenue 
Fisherman's Club, 1090 Mt. 
Vernon Ave., and shot him 
in the chest and teft arm 
with a .44 caliber revolver. 

After the shooting, Gay 
left-the club and was 
reportedly standing in the

The presidential election 
jast Tuesday in-which 
ultraconservative Republi- 
can Ronald Reagan trounc- 
ed President Carter by an 
unexpected landslide pro- 
portion, is destined to 
become a national political 
conversation piece for 
years to come. 

At the local level, Demo- 
crat Bob Shamansky's 
stunning upset victory over 
12th District Republican 
infoumbent SamuelL. 
Devine, was another con- 
test that politicians will 
long remember, 

Shamansky, a53 year old 
attorney who wasn't given 
more than an outside 

-chance of unseating 
Devine, who had repres- 
ented the district for 22 
years, accomplished what 
he was unable to do in 
1966. 

Out-polling Devine in 
black communities by 
more than 10 to one, the 
unofficial tabulations. gave 
Shamansky 108,598 to 
97,618 for Devine. Sha- 
mansky also cut into the 
big majority Devine nor- 
‘mally carried in Delaware 
and Morrow counties, long 
regarded as a Republican 
stronghold. 

. The defeat was not only 
painful to the 64 year old 
Devine, but it was obviously 
embarrassing, for he was 


for Reagan who carried 
Franklin County 200,369 to 
138,570 for Carter. Adding 
more insult to the injury, 
the polls had Devine win- 
ning by a 57 percent 
margin. 

National pollsters also 
took it on the chin in the 
presidential race, reporting 
that it was too close to call 
in Ohio; Based on this 
analysist, television net- 
works announced that their 
projection on the winner 
would probably not be 
made unti! about 4. a.m. 
Wednesday. Proof that 
they were way off base, is 
the fact that President Car- 
ter was ready to concede

BOB SHAMANSKY 
retires devine 
defeat around 8:30 p.m. but 
delayed it for an hour. 

This bad calculating will 
probably have pollsters 
scratching their heads try- 
ing to figure out what went 
wrong with their compu- 
ters for a long time. 

Accofding to unofficial 
returns, Reagan carried 
Ohio 2,191,130 to 1,738,984 
for Carter and won 78 ofthe 
state's 88 counties. 

_Nationwide, Reagan won 
44 states with a total of 489 
electoral votes, while Car- 
ter carried onty seven 
States with 49 electoral 
votes. Reagan needed only 
270 electoral votes to win. 

‘In the meantime, black 

Democrats who voted 
overwhelmingly for Carter, 
are viewing his defeat.with 
mixed emotons. Many, 
‘however, are blaming Car- 
ter for his own downfall. 
They contend that he made 
acostly mistake by meekly 
allowing the media to force 
him to backdown on his 
chargethat Reagan's 
endorsement of State 
Rights demonstrated -that 
he was a racist. 

Carter showed weakness 
by conceding that he 
errored in calling Reagan a 
racist when it is generally 
understood that ‘State 
Rights” are a code word for 
racism. 

Carter, they are saying, 
also backed down on his 
claim that Reagan was a 
“war monger” and it would 
be dangerous to entrust 
him at the control of the

They are quick to 
point out that the national 
trend is shifting from liber- 
alism to conservatism, the 
influence of the fanatic tel- 
‘evison preachers callin 
themselves the Mora 
Majority, as major factors 
in Carter's defeat. 
_ Asto President-elect 
Reagan, a vast majority of 
blacks simply do not trust 
him. They feel that heis too 
deeply obligated to hard- 
line conservatives to 
imagine him continuing 
social programs initiated 
by Carter or even replacing 
them with his own pro- 
grams designed to benefit 
the poor, biack or white.

Whether it is because 
they are died-in-the-wool 
Democrats, or just loyal 
Carter supporters, Reagan, 
as President, is going to 
have to do a whole lot of 
bending-to convince the 
black populace that he has 
no plan to set the clock 
back on civil and human 
rights. © 

The sentiment of blacks 
toward Reagan can best be 
summarized inwords 
uttered here recently by 
former U.S. Ambassador 
Andrew Young: 

To lose the election 
won't hurt President Car- 
ter, for he'll just retire to his 
peanut farm in Plains, Ga., 
and write his memoirs, but 
“blacks and poor whites 
are going to catch hell.” 

But while salving their 
wounds over the defeat of 
Carter, blacks in the 16th 
Senatorial District are wax- 
ing in jubilation over the 
reelection of Senator 
Michael Schwarzwalder, 
Democrat. 

They are also flexing 
their muscles over the ree- 
lection of Reps. Les Brown, 
29th District, Dean Conley, 
32, and Otto Beatty Jr., of 
the 31st District. P 

Brown, who won over his 
opponent by a 3 to 1 mar- 
gin, lamented the loss of

Smith from that post to the 
Municipal Court bench, 
will get their ballot shot at 
him when he comes up for 
election next year.

45 percent. In 1967, the rate of 
unemployment nationally was 4 
percent. The rate in rural areas aver-: 
aged about 18 percent. A mere 4 
percent of the American labor force 
now works the land, signaling an 
extraordinary displacement of 
people.” 


In today's labor market, most sta- . 


ble entry-level positions require 


technical knowledge - more than. 


ever before. America’s industry has 
little demand for a manually oper- 
ated workforce. At one time. a pre- 
requisite for a job was a‘high school 
diploma.

The 10 black Democratic members of the 


Ohio House’ of Representatives managed to 


survive the torrent tidal-wave that Republican, 


Ronald Reagan calmnly rode into the White 
House in last Tuesday's stunning election. 
Although Reagan swamped President Car- 
ter.in Franklin County 200,570 to 138,369, 
black House incumbents Les Brown and Otto 
Beatty Jr., coasted to victory over Republican 
and independent opponents in their respec- 
tive districts. 
* Blacks accomplished the samé feat in 
Hamilton and Lucas Counties which were car- 
ried by Reagan. He took Hamilton County 
206,854 to, 128,975 for Carter. However, Reps.

If this isn’t convincing that these are 
changing times, then | would like to know 
what is necessary to prove the point. 

Being a Republican in the South is no 
longer a ladghing matter so far as white 
voters are concerned. However, it stillis a 
laughing matter: so far as Blacks are 
concerned. 

Again we are misreading the signs. The 
white South is turning Republican and 
the Blacks are, like General Custer, mak- 
ing a last stand in the Democratic party. 
Their actions are largely emotional and 
not logical. And, unless we act logically in 
politics, we don't get anywhere. This is a. 
hard lesson we just don't seem to be able 
to learn. : 

The Negro must not get himself iso- 
lated in the Democratic party in the South 


as has the Negro in the North. Because of 
our-short-sighted-one-party stances, the 
Reagan administration goes into office 
on a.minimum of Black support. The 
present estimates are that he received 
15% of the Black vote. This, of course is 
the largest percentage received by any 
Republican candidate since the 1952.

While the Ten Com- 
mandments do admonish 
that one shall not steal, 
they do not use the word 
‘rob’.
